AN ACT lo niiciinrlKa llio liimlncmi ot 


The People nf tie Slnla of Wisconsin, rt pre- 


sented in Situate' ami A»»emlily,ao enact as 
follows : 
Sice. 1. For llio purpose of carrying into 


clToct (ho provisions of* tufa out, tho Governor 
or this SiHiu in hereby nuthorized unil requir- 
ed, no soon ns III!* act shall bo in force, to np- 
pniiit, by anil with tho consent of tlio Sonata, 
a Hank Comptroller, who shall hold bis ofliue 
until tho first Monday in Janunry, A. D. 
1851, ami unt'd his successor is uluctcd nnd 
ijtmlificd. 
At tho general flection to bo held 


in this Stiito on tho Tuesday next succeeding 
tho first Monday in November, A. D. 1853, 
nn J every two years thereafter, there shall be 
elected by the people, a Dank Comptroller, 
whose term of ollico olmll commonco on the 
first Monday in January, A. I). 1854, and 
continue two yonr*, and until his successor is 
clouted and qualified : tho canvass and return 
of tho election ofmiid Bank Comptroller shall 
lit; madu in the Mine inannnr ta the elections 
of other state officers aru canvassed and re- 
turned. 


Tim compensation of bank comptroller shall 


be, including ofliuu rent, clerk hire, statione- 
ry, fuel, and all other contingent expenses, 
two thousand dollars per annum, to bo paid 
nut of the State Treasury, in the same man- 
ner us other stale ollicers are paid. The bnnk 
comptroller shall, before ho enters upon tho 
duties of hi* olliuo, taku and subscribe the 
natli required by tho Constitution, nnd give n 
tmnd to the .State of Wiseons'n, in the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars, vrith not lens than ton 
sureties, who »hall be resident freeholders of 
this Mate ; said bond to be conditioned, ap- 
proved, and preserved in the Executive of- 
lieu, in the samo manner as is provided for 
the Stale Treasurer'*! bond, in See. 27, Chap. 
'J, of the Revised Statute-). The bank comp- 
troller shall keep hi* nflicc at the seat of gov- 
ernment of this state, and carry into cll'ect 
the provisiona of this act in the manner here- 
iinltor specified : Provided, That the salary 
of chu comptroller shall in no case exceed the 
amount paid into the state treasury, under 
the provisions of this net. 


Sue. 2. The bank comptroller xliall appoint 


a deputy, who, in the absence of the comp- 
troller Irani hid ollicu, or in case of a vacancy 
in said office, or in case of nny disability of 
the comptroller lo perform the duties of hi* 
ollioe, may perform all the duties of llio olliee 
of bank comptroller, until such disability bo 
removed, or vacancy be filled by appointment, 
as provided in thu succeeding section ; for 
whose acts said comptroller shall be liable on 
his official bond : Provided, That thu said de- 
puty be paid for bis services out of the salary 
allowed thu comptroller by the preceding sec- 
tion. 


Sec. ;i. In caso (ha oflicc of bank comptrol- 


ler wliull become vacant, or in case the comp- 
troller from nny cause shall be incapable of 
<li#charning the duties of said oflicu, the Gov- 
ernor of this Slate uliall appoint a suitable 
person to perform the duties of bank comp- 
troller, and tho person so appointed shall be 
invested wild all the power*, and shall per- 
form all the duties of vtuli comptroller until 
mieli vacancy be filled, or such disability bo re- 
moved, and he shall pivo bond* in the same 
manner as is required of thu comptroller, in 
the first section of this act. 


Sue. 4. Thu bank comptroller is hereby 


authorised and required to causa ta be en- 
graved and printvd in the best manner to 
jiuard against counterfeitinjj;, such quantity of 
circulating notes in thu similitude of bank 
notes in blank, of different denominations, not 
lew than nnn dollar, at the expense, to be 
^iaid in advance, of any person or association 
of persons applying fur thu sumo, as ho may 
from time to time deem nesewary to carry 
into effect tho provisions of this act. 
Such 


blank circulating notes shall bo counter- 
signed, numbered, and registered in proper 
hook* lo bit provided and kept 
for tnat 


purpose in his ollicc, so that each denomina- 
tion of such circulating notes shall bear thu 
uniform signature of such bnnk comptroller or 
bis deputy, and tho plates and dies and 
materials to bu procured by the comptroller 
fur the printing and making of the circulating 
notes provided for hereby, shall remain in 
hi* custody or under his direction. 
The 


expenses necessarily incurred in executing 
the provisions ot this section shall bo charged 
against tho association applying for such 
circulating notes, and paid by it to tho said 
comptroller. 


See. 5. Whenever nny pCMon or associa- 


tion nf persons formed for thu purpose of 
banking under the provisions of tins act, shall 
duly assign and transfer in trust to llio treas- 
urer of this state, any portion of tho public 
stock issued or to be issued by tho United 
States, or nny stato stock* on which full in- 
terest is annually paid, said Mtocks to bu val- 
ued at a rate to bu estimated and governed 
by tho average rate at which said stocks have 
been cold in tho city of New York, within 
the next six months preceding tho timo when 
Hiieh stocks may be left on deposit with tho 
comptroller; such person or association of 
persons shall he entitled to receive from the 
bank comptroller, an amount of such circu- 
lating notes of different denominations, regis- 
tered and countersigned, equal to and not ex- 
ceeding the amount of public stocks assigned 
and transferred as aforesaid ; but such pub- 
lie stock Khali in all cases bu or bo made to 
be, equal to a stock producing six per cent 
{tor annum, and it shall not be lawful for the 
Mnk comptroller to take such stock at a rate 
above its par value, nor above its currant mar- 
ket valtio in tho city of New York, nt thu 
timo of deposit by »uoh person or association 
of persons: Provided, Ihat if in tho opinion 
of tho bunk comptroller and governor any 
stocks offered shall bu deemed insecure, they 
nhall not be received as suoU securities under 
tho provisions of this act. 


Sec. G Any person or association of per- 


rons formed for tho purpose of banking un- 
der tho provisions ot this act, may at his or 
their option assign and transfer in trust to the 
state treasurer of this state, bonds or obliga- 
tions bearing a rate of interest not less than 
7 por cent per annum, payable somi-nnnually, 
issued by any rail road company in this state, 
incorporated by nny act of tho legislature of 
this state, or. of tho territory of Wisconsin, 
duly organized undor such act of incorpora- 
tion, tho payment of which bonds or obliga- 
tion! shall bu secured in tho manner herein- 
after provided, by a mortgage or deed of 
trust of tho whole or a portion of a rail road 
constructed bv such rail road company in this 
state; which bonds or obligations shall be re- 
ceived by tho said treasurer in lieu of tho 
public stocks issued or lo be issued by tho 
United blatos, or by any stato as horcinbo- 
foro provided in this act; and upon making 
such assignment and transfer, such person or 
association of parsons shall bo entitled to all 
the privileges, immunities and benefits which 
by tho provisions, of this act, be or they would 


bo entitled to if tho whole amount of securi- 
ties so assigned and transferred were public 
stocks of tho United States or of any state • 
Provided, That such bonds or obligations shall 
not be received or held as securities Tor more 
than one-half of the amount of bills or'notes 
issued lo such person or association: And 
provided further, That no rail road corpora- 
tion shall over engage in tho business of bank- 
ing under the provisions of Ihis act. 


Sec. 7. The mortgage or deed of trust ex- 


ecuted to^secure the payment of such bands 
or obligations, shall bo executed to a trustee 
oMruatees, shall contain the usual and appro- 
priate provisions for tho security of tho hold- 
ers of such bonds or obligations, shall bo tho 
first lien on a portion of continuous rail road, 
of not less than forty miles, or on the whole 
of a railroad, of not lew length than twenty 
miles in extent, and shall convey the name to- 
gether with its equipments, depots, fixtures, 
machinery, nnd the name nnd franchises ap- 
pertaining thereto. 


Sec. 8. No such bonds or obligations shall 


be received until thu governor, bank comp- 
troller nnd attorney general, or two of them, 
shall file with tho treasurer of the stato, n cer- 
tificate by thtin signed' from actual view and 
inspection, that such requisite portion of road 
has been constructed in a substantial manner, 
with ii solid road bod, nnd with n rail of T or 
II, or other approved pattern and weight, of 
in no case less than filly pounds to tho yard, 
similar lo other roads of the first class, and 
has been fully equipped and in actual opera- 
tion, and has earned for tho year next prece- 
ding a net revenue, greater than the interest 
on the bonds or obligations secured thereon 
by such mortgage or deed of trust; nor until 
the attorney general shall filo in like manner 
his certificate from actual examination, that 
such mortgage or deed of trust hns been du- 
ly executed in the manner and with tho pro- 
visions required by this net, and is tho first 
lien an such portion of road, its equipments, 
depots, fixtures, machinery, income and fran- 
chises ; nor until tho directors of such rail 
road company shall file in like manner a state- 
ment under the oath of its president and sec- 
retary, sotting forth the cost of such portion 
of road, and the net revenues thereof for the 
year next preceding."

Sec. U. Such bonds or obligations shall 


not be received at a rate higher than eighty 
cents on every dollar of the current and ac- 
tual value thereof, nor at a. rate, estimating 
tho whole number of continuous miles in such 
portion of road, and thu amount of bonds or 
obligations secured thereby, exceeding the 
one-half of the average cost and value of 
such road, nor at a rate, to bo ascertained by 
.such estimate, exceeding eight thousand dol- 
lars per mile, for every mile- thereof. 


_ Sec. 10. Tho bank comptroller in conjunc- 
tion with tho governor shall reject such bonds 
or obligations, the security of which shall bu 
found upon examination to bo doubtful, or li- 
able to bo seriously impaired, and in caso tho 
current or actual value of said bonds or obli- 
gations shall have depreciated, after they shall 
have been received, the bank comptroller shall 
reduce the rate at which the same shall be 
continued to bo held as securities, and require 
other bonds or obligations, or public stocks of 
the United States, or of nny state, to be do- 
posited to make good the dcfisit, in like man- 
ner as is provided for in this net, in case of 
thu depreciation or the value of such bonds or 
public stocks. 


Sec. 11. Kvury such morlgngn or deed of 


trust by which such bonds or obligations shall 
be secured, shall bu recorded in the oflicu of 
the secretary of state, in a proper book kept 
for that purpose, whoso certificate of such 
registering endorsed on such mortgage uliall 
be evidence thereof; and- the said mortgage 
or deed of trust so recorded shall have the 
sanio effect as if recorded in tho several 
counties through which such road may be 
built. 


Sec. 12. A Descriptive list of the circula- 


ting notes registered and countersigned by 
the bank comptroller or his deputy, as pro- 
vided in Sec. 4 of this act, shall be deliver- 
ed to the state treasurer, who shall copy the 
same in the book hereinafter required to be 
kept by him for recording descriptive lists 
of securities deposited with him for safe keep- 
ing. 


Sec. 1.1. Three descriptive lists of the se- 


curities transferred lo the stato treasurer in 
trust as aforesaid, shall bu madu and signed 
by tho bank comptroller and persons making 
the transfer; one in a well bound book to be 
kept by the comptroller for that purpose, one 
in n like book lo bo kept by the treasurer, 
and one in a book to be kopt by the associa- 
tion, nnd said securities rihull then be deliver- 
ed to Ibo state treasurer lor safe keeping who 
shall receipt lo the comptroller for the fume, 
nnd who shall bo responsible for any loss or 
destruction thereof, growing out of or result- 
ing from negligence, or thu want af reasona- 
ble precaution or core. Tho whole or any 
part of said securities may be re-delivered to 
tho comptroller^for the purpose of being sold 
under the provisions ot this act, tho comp- 
troller in cither case giving a receipt upon 
tho book kept by the treasurer aforesaid, spec- 
ifying therein tho purpose fur which such re- 
delivery was made, .which receipt shall dis- 
charge the treasurer from all further respon- 
sibility for the stocks so re-delivered to the 
comptroller. 
' 


Sec. 14. Tho treasurer may give to any 


person or association of persons so transfering 
securities in pursuance of tho provisions of 
this net, powers of attorney, to bu counter- 
signed by tho bnnk comptroller, and recorded 
by him in a Look to be procured and kept lor 
that purpose, to receive interest or dividends 
thereon, which such association may receive 
and npply to their own use; but such power 
may bo revoked upon such person or associa- 
tion of persons failing to redeem the circula- 
ting notes so iisued, or when in tho opinion of 
the bank comptroller tho principal ot such se- 
curities shall become insufficient security; 
and the bank comptroller upon application of 
the owners of such transferred securities in 
trust, may in his discretion, with tho approval 
of tho treasurer in writing, change or trans- 
fer tho same for other ^securities of the kind 
beforo specified in' this act, or may transfer 
the said securities or any part thereof, upon 
receiving and cancelling an equal amount of 
such circulating notes .delivered by him lo 
such person or association of persons, in such 
manner that the circulating notes shall always 
be secured in full by securities as in this act 
provided. • 


Sec. 16. Tho bills or notes so to be coun- 


tersigned and registered, and the payment of 
which shall bo so secured by tho -transfer of 
publio stocks,' shall bo stamped upon their 
iaco, 'secured by tbo pledge of public stocks,' 
and the bills or notes, tho payment of which 
shall bo secured by tho .transfer of public 
stocks and rail road bonds, shall.be stamped 
upon their face, "secured by the pledge of 
publio stocks and rail road bonds," and, the 
amount of capital stock of tho bank shall bo 
•tamped on all such bills or notes. 


Sec. 16. • Every bank and banking associ- 


ation organized under the provisions of this 
act, shall pay to the stato treasurer, on tho 
fiwt day of January and July of each your, 
a semi-annual tax of three-fourths of qno -pur 


centum on the amount of capital'stock of such' 
bank or banking association ; the first pay- 
ment of such tax to bo computed at the rule 
of one and a half per centum per annum,from 
the time of filing tho certificate required in 
section nineteen, to the first day of January 
or July then next succeeding. 
If any bank 


or banking association as aforesaid, shall neg- 
lect or rofuso to pay said tax for ten days 
after it shall become due; notice of non-pay- 
ment shall bu sent to such delinquent by the 
slate treasurer; and if the payment bo not 
made within twenty days thereafter, such de- 
linquent bank or banking association, shall 
in addition Jo the tux aforesaid, forfeit and 
pny to tile-Said treasurer for tho use of the 
stato one per centum on the amount of its 
capital stock. Tho above semi-annual tax and 
forfeiture shall always constitute a lien on the 
interest of tho securities deposited with the 
treasurer as provided in section five, anil in 
caso of non-payment of such tax nnd forfeit- 
ure, or of either of them, the treasurer is au- 
thorized and required to revoke the power of 
attorney granted such dulinqent, as provided 
in section fourteen, collect the interest of 
such securities nnd apply the same to tho 
payment of said tax nnd forfeitures or of 
either of them, and hold tho balance if any, 
subject to thu order,,of such delinquent. Jf 
the interest of said securities shall be insuf- 
ficient lo pay said tax nnd forfeitures, this 
treasurer after deducting the amount of said 
interest may collect (he balance by"action of 
debt in nny court of competent jurisdiction, 
in the county where such delinquent is locat- 
ed, in the name and on behalf of the stale.— 
Said capital stock shall bo exempt from all 
other taxes except on that portion of said 
capital stock which shall consist of and include 
the real property of such bank or banking as- 
sociation ; and tho real property of all banks 
and banking associations shall be assessed nnd 
taxed in the city, ward, village or town where 
the same is Inrated, for nil state, county .town 
and corporation purposes, in the name of such 
banker banking association : Provided, That 
owner or holder of shares of stock in any 
bunk or banking association shall not bu tax- 
ed as an individual for such shares of stock. 


> Sec. 17. Before any person or banking asso- 
ciation formed under this act, shall receive 
from tho comptroller any circulating notes as 
provided in sections 'fivo'and six of this-act, 
the directors or stockholders shall givo to the 
comptroller good and sufficient bonds, to he 
approved by him, to tho amount of one-fourth 
of tho notes that the said association shall pro- 
pose to receive as an additional security to in- 
demnify tho bill holders against any loss that 
may be_ sustained in case the securities depo- 
sited with the comptroller shall be insufficient 
to redeem said bills, and such person or asso- 
ciation of parsons aro hereby" nuthorized, af- 
ter having ^executed and signed such circula- 
ting notes in tho manner required by this act, 
to make them obligatory promissory notes, 
payable on demand at the place of business 
within this stato, to loan < and. circulate tho 
same as money, according to tho ordinary 
course of banking houses. 


See. 18. Any number of persons may asso- 


ciate lo establish offices 'of discount, deposit, 
nnd circulation, and become incorporated up- 
on the tcrmii and conditions, and subject to' 
the liabilities proscribed in Ihis act; but the 
aggregate of the capital stock of any such as- 
sociation shall not bo less than twenty-five 
thousand dollars, nor more than live hundred 
thousand dollars. 


Sec. 19. Such -'persons 
J under their hands 


and ccals shall make a certificate which shall 
specify:

ficate etudl l)o nuknowludged and recorded in 
tho office of llio register of deeds of the coun- 
ty where any office of such association shall 
be established, nnd a copy thereof filed in tho 
office of the state treasurer, nnd of the comp- 
troller ; and upon tho recording of which cer- 
tificate, tho person or nssociat ion of persons 
aforesaid, shall become a body politic and 
corporate, by the name assumed as aforesaid, 
for and during tho lima fixed in the certifi- 
cate, nnd by such name shall have power to 
contract and be contracted with, and shall 
havu( all other powers, privileges and immuni- 
ties incident to corporations, as provided in 
chapter 54, titlo 13, of (he revised statutes of 
this stato.

troller, or cither of those officers, may be used 
as evidence in all courts and places, for or 
against any such association, or any other per- 
son for orfagninet whom any such evidence 
mny bu necessary on any civil or criminal tri- 
al. 


Sec. 21. Such association shall have pow- 


er to carry on tho business of banking by dis- 
counting 'bills, notes, and other evidences of 
debt, by receiving deposits; by buying and 
selling tpld and silver bullion, foreign coin 
and foreign and inland bills of exchange ; by 
loaning money on • real and personal securi- 
ties, and by exorcising such incidental powers 
as may be necessary to carry on such business; 
mav choose one of their number at president, 
ami appoint a cannier nnd such other officers 
and agents as their business may require; 
but no association or bunker shall commence 
the business of banking'under this act, until 
such association or banker shall have deposit- 
ed with.the treasurer the securities required 
by law, to tho amount oftwenty-fivo thousand 
dollars, exclusive of tho bonds of directors or 
stockholders. 


Sec. 22. The shares of such association shall 


be deemed personal property, and '. shall bo 
transferable on the books of the association^ in 
such manner as may bo agreed on in the ar- 
ticles of association; and .every -person be- 
coming a shareholder by such'transfer, shall 
in proportion to his shares, succeed to all the 
rights, and bo subject to all.the liabilities of 
prior shareholders. No change shall bo made 
in . the articles of association by which tho 
rights, remedies or securities of its existing 
creditors shall bo weakened or impaired; such 
association'shall not bo dissolved by the death 
or' insanity of any one of tho shareholders

Sec. 23. In case the maker or makers of 


any circulating note.or notes, countersigned 
ind registered as aforesaid, shall at any timu 
borcafter, on lawful demand, during the usu- 
al, hours of. business, between the hours of ten 
and three o'clock, at the place where such 
note or notes is or are payable,. fail or rcfusa 
to redeem, such ;note' or- notes in the lawful 
money of .the United States; 'the ""holder or 
bolder* of such note or notes making such de- 


mand, may cause the'same to be' protested in 
one package for non-payment, by a notary 
public, under his official'seal,-unless tho pres- 
ident, cashier, or teller shall offer to waive de- 
mand, and notice of the protest, and shull in 
pursuance of such ofier, moke, sign, and de- 
liver to the. party making such demand, an 
admission in writing, stating the timi' of the 
demand, the amount demanded, nnd tlm fact 
of the non-payment thereof; and the bank 
comptroller on receiving ard filing in his of- 
fice such adinissioa or protest, together with 
such note or notes, shall forthwith give notice 
in writing to tho maker or makers of such 
notofor notes lo pny the same/ and if they 
shall omit to do so for five dayn nfter such no- 
tic'.», the bank comptroller shall immediately 
thereupon (unless ho shall bu satisfied that 
thcro is n pood and legal defense against the 
payment of such note or notes) give notice 
that all tho circulating notes issued by such 
person or association of persons, will bo re- 
deemed out of the trust funds in his hands for 
that purpose, which notice shall bo given by 
publishing the jaino in some newspaper print- 
ed in the county where the business of such 
association is established, or in case tlwrc is 
no newspaper printed in such county, such 
notfco Blinll bo published in some newspaper 
printed at tho seat of government of this 
state, and the comptroller shall bu required 
lo apply the said trust funds belonging to the 
maker or makers of such protested note or 
notes to tho payment, pro-rala, of all circula- 
ting notes whether protested or not, put in 
circulation by tho maker or makers of such 
protested no_to or notes, pursuant to tho pro- 
visions of this act, and lo ndoptsuch measures 
for the payment of such notes as will in his 
opinion moat effectually prevent loss to tho 
holders thereof. 


Sec. 24. In case such person or associa- 


tion of persons shall fail or refuse lo pny such 
bill or notes on demand in the manner speci- 
fied in the proceeding section of this aut, tho 
comptroljer, after the expiration of the five 
days' notice mentioned in thu prcceeding sec- 
tion, shall after giving thirty days notice by 
publication in somo newspaper printed at the 
soul of government of this state, and in one 
daily paper published in tho city of Now York; 
proceed to sell nt the Merchant's Exchange 
in.thu city of Now York at public unction the 
securities so pledged, and out of the proceeds 
of sale shall pay and cancel all thu bills or 
notes which have been issued and put in cir- 
culation by such association- under the pro- 
vision of this net, to ,bo applied pro-rata lo 
tho payment of all such circulating notes; but 
nothing in this act contained shall bo consid- 
ered as implying any pledge on the part of 
the state for the payment of said bills or notes 
beyond tho proper application of tho securi- 
ties pledged lo tho treasurer for their icdcmp- 
tion. 


Sec. 25. In cnso tho current market value 


of anv portion of the securities transferred by 
any banking association to tho state treasurer 
in .trust as provided in this net, shall at any 
time for thu period of ninety days-bo less than 
the value at which they wore deposited, the 
comptroller shall notify the bank of the de- 
preciation in value of such securities, nnd 
such banks within thirty days after receiving 
such notice shall causo securities of tho kinds 
before specified, or an equal amount of their 
circulating notes to be transferred to the treas- 
urer oMhc state in trust, to an amount equal 
to the difference between the current market 
value at tho time of notice, and tho value nt 
which (he same wero deposited; and if said 
banking association shall neglect or refuse to 
deposite securities or circulating notes, to the 
amount of such difference, within the thirty 
(Jays after tho date of said notice, tho said as- 
sociation shall bo deemed to have forfeited their 
rights, powers, privileges and immunities as 
banking associations under the provisions of 
this act, and it shall be the duty of tho comp- 
troller to make application to the circuit court 
of tho county in which said association may 
bo located, to liavo receivers appointed ns 
provided.by Sec. 9, Chap, fifty-four, titlo la, 
revised statutes, who shall have thu powers 
nnd perform the duties that are required by 
that section. I)ut this section shall not bu so 
construed ns to require the surrender to such 
receiver of any securities deposited with the 
treasurer or comptroller, pursuant to this net, 
and tho comptroller shall sell such securities 
Tor the payment of the bills or notes issued 
by tho bunk, as ho is required to da in other 
cases. 


Sec. 20. It shall not bo lawful for Iho comp- 


troller or his deputy, to countersign bills or 
notes for any association to nn amount in the 
aggregate exceeding .tho securities, nt their 
value, as beforo provided in thin act, deposit- 
ed with Iho treasurer, in trust, by such asso- 
ciation ; and any comptroller or deputy, who 
nhall violate the provisions of this section, 
shall upon conviction, be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, nnd shall bo punished by a fine 
of not less than live thousand dollars, or bo 
imprisoned not less than fivo years in the stntc 
prison, or by both such fino and imprison- 
ment.

tion to purchase, bold and convey, real estate 
for tho following.purposes;:. .. 


1st. Such as shall bo necessary for its imme- 


diate accommodation in tbo convenient trans-

2nd. Such as shall bo mortgaged to it in 


good faith.by way of security for loans madu 
by,.or money duo to-such association ; 


3rd. Such as shall bo convoyed to it in sat- 


isfaction of debts previously contracted in the 
course of its dealing;-and

4th. Such as it shall acquire by sale on exe- 


cution or decree of any court in its favor.— 
The said association shall'not purchase, hold, 
or convey real estate.in any. other case, or for 
any other purposo whatever; and all convey- 
ances of such real estate shall be made to the 
corporation, and which real estate the presi- 
dent and cashier may sell, assign, grant, or 
convey, under tho direction of tbo association, 
free from any claim thereon, in favor of or 
against the shareholders, or any persons claim-

to par the holder of every bill or note put in 
circulation as money, the payment of which 
shall have been demanded and protested, fivo 
por cent, damages for tho non-payment there- 
of.

Sec. 37. Any banking association wishing 


to withdraw nny of the securities by them do- 
posited^ with the comptroller, may do so by 
depositing in lieu (hereof an equal amount of 
specie, or of llio circulating notes which have 
been issued to said association by thu comp- 
troller, in sums of not tecs than ono thousand 
dollars. . 


Sue. 118. Tho securities to bo deposited 


with the treasurer in trust by any association, 
shall bo held by him exclusively fur the re- 
demption of the bills or notes of such associa- 
tion put in circulation as money .until thosnmo 
ure paid and returned to the comptroller as 
provided in this net; but the treasurer may ns- 
rtign^ said securities to said association trans-

expense of such publication Bhall be defrayed 
by a per ccnlago assessed upon the capital 
stock of all tbo banks and banking associa- 
tions in this state ; and if nny bonk shall fail 
to furnish to tbo comptroller its semi-annual 
report in timo for such publication, or shall 
fail to pay tho per cenlage assessed by the 
comptroller undor this section, when the same 
shall bo demanded by! him, it shull forfeit and 
pay tho comptroller the sum of one hundred 
dollars, to bo applied by him to the payment 
of tbo expense of publishing the semi-annual 
reports ; and the comptroller is authorized to 
collect the said.forfeiture In bis nume* upon 
replication to any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion in the .county .where such delinquent 
bank may be locatciL Tho bank comptroller 
shall also transmit annually, to tho Legislature 
nt tho •commencement of- its session, a con- 
densed summary of all Iho items reported 
lo him by all tho banks, which summary veri-

thority of this or nny other of the United 
States, of tho Congress of the United Stntcn, 
or of Canada, shall upon conviction, bo ad- 
judged guilty nf misdemeanor, nnd shall bo 
punished by fino not less than ono hundred 
dollars, for every pieco of paper so put in cir- 
culation, or imprisoned not less than six 
months, or by both fine nnd imprisonment. 


Sec. 47. The stockholders in every corpo- 


ration or association organized under the pro- 
visions' of this act, shall bu individually re- 
sponsible to tho amount of their respective 
siiaro or shares of slock, for nil lit indebt- 
edness and liabilities of every kind. 


Sec. 48. This act may bu nmcnded by anr 


future legislature, but no amendment thorct'o 
shull tuku effect or bo in force until it shall 
have been submiltcd to a vote of tho electors 
of the stnto,_ in n similar manner ns is provi- 
ded for in Ihis act, nnd been approved by a 
majority of all the voles cast on the subject.
